The Bureau appreciates the Interest and enthusiasm 
exhibited In preparing and submitting the counterintelligence 
measure set forth in realrtel; however # after giving it 
careful consideration the Bureau is of the opinion that 
It should not be utilized* It is felt that this measure 
could possibly have the effect of furthering the alms - 
and purposes of the Independence groups* 

While it is not possible to approve your suggestion 
in this instance, you should continue to give this program 
your continued attention* 
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NOTE : San Juan proposed utilizing a letter written by 

the President of the NPPR to the Secretary General of the 
MPIPR on 9/14/66 as a counterintelligence tactic. It 
desired to mall this letter vith a short note written in a 
condescending manner ostensibly from the MPIPR to 
independentists in Puerto Rico. Although this tactic 
could possibly cause some ill-feeling between the two 
organizations, it is felt that added publicity to 
the letter from the head 'of the NPPR more than counterbalances 
any possible good that could come otherwise.

OBSERVATIONS: 
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It Is believed that this cartoon will be of great 
assistance as a disruptive tactic in the Puerto Rican 
Independence groups. This is most important at the present 
time since these groups are attempting to unite against a 
plebiscite which is to be held in Puerto Rico on 7/23/67. 
At that time the Puerto Rican people will vote for statehood, 
independence, or a continuation of the present commonwealth 
form of government. 

The preparation cf a suitable Red Chinese slogan 
such as "Down with Imperialism" has already been discussed 
with the Cryptanalysis-Translation Section of the laboratory. 
The Exhibits Section should coordinate the preparation of the 
cartoon with the Cryptanalysis-Translation Section. Since the 
plebiscite is to be held on 7/23/67, it is believed most 
important that the cartoon be prepared as soon as possible to 
allow for sailing prior to the time of the plebiscite.

disputes among the FUPI rank and file. You point out that 
there exists within FUPI a querulous faction which disapproves 
of FUPI sponsoring a campaign to boycott the above-mentioned 
elections* 
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It Is not clear to the Bureau how the sailing of 
your proposed flyer to selected members of the Puerto Eicon 
Independence Movement (HPIPR) and FUPI will accomplish your 
desired alms inasmuch as the faction you speak of Is already 
known to FUPI and probably the MPIPR, and even if not known 
to the tiPIPR, It appears doubtful that they would be too 
concerned. The Bureau agrees that your flyer may disrupt the 
campaign and discredit FUPI In the eyes of those not connected 
with FUPI or the MPIPR, but to accomplish this your flyer 
would have to be directed to members of PIP-Youth and other 
university students. 

The Bureau desires that you reconsider your 
proposal in light of the above observations and submit your 
views and recommendations.

As set out in the cover pages of referenced 
report, the PCP continues attempts to ingratiate itself with 
the MPIPR and to identify MPIPR actions and goals with 
its own, hoping ultimately to greatly increase membership 
through recruitment of MPIPR members. As a matter of fact, 
three current PCP Central Committee members were recruited 
from the MPIPR approximately one year ago and retain MPIPR 
membership. In addition, the two newest PCP members, accepted 
into the Party on 9/16/67, are MPIPR members, one of these 
being a leader of the MPIPR Mission at Fajardo, Puerto Rico.

A source advised on January 13, 1964, that the LSP was 
formed in early January, 196'!, by juan AWTOHIO CORHET-JEft, 
who had resigned from a top leadercnip position in another 
Puerto PAcan pro-independence organization in October, I963. 
CORRETJER formed the LSP frotu a group of j-oung men who were 
described as being militant, Marxist-oriented and devout 
followers of CORRETJER. 

According to the source, CORRETJER' s aim in the formation 
of the LSP was to liave his own organization with the menders 
completely indoctrinated la ttta theories of Marxism and 
Leninism. The LSP was formed on the socialistic concept wl*-ft 
the purpose of striving for the independence of Puerx^ Rico 
vith the ultimate 30a! bein^ the establishment of an 
Independent socialistic type o£ government for Puerto Rir*».

LSP also nay a small group of sympathizers in New York City 
and maintains fraternal relations with two New York City 
Marxist groups, the workers World Party (wVP) and the- 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP).

Quincena" (CDi-Q) and "Pabellon" both in newsletter format, 
but also publishes many leaflets, pamphlets and reprints of 
Cuban Premier FIDEL CASTRO'S speeches.

LSP disseminates the PLP newspaper, "Challenge-D&safio, " la
